cCuba—The Tenure-of Office Bill—Recon- 
straction of Geergia and Mississippi— 
The Contested Seats in the Heuse— 
Senator Fenton of New Yerk in 
Trouble. 


From the Louisville Democrat. 
WASHINGTON, March 28, 1869. 
CUBA. 

The State Department is in receipt of 
news from our Consul General at Ha- 
vana, which gives some authentic infor- 
mation regarding the status of affairs ip 
He estates that the prospects of 
the insurgents are fully as good as those 
of the Spaniards, and that both parties 
are Ccunstantly receiving reinforcements 
and assistance, the former from natives, 
and parties in the United States, ‘etc., 
and the latter from Spain. He com- 
plains that he is unable to perform his 
duties in protecting the American people 
against the tyrannical exercise of power 
by the Spaniards, and suggests that the 
number of vessels in our West Indian 
equadron should be increased. The war 
steamer Seminole, now at Boston, the 


Juniata, st Philadelphia, have accord- 
ingly been ordered to prepare themselves 
for duty in that ecuadron forthwith. It 
was originally intended that eeveral 
iron-clads should be detailed for this 
duty, but the above-named vessels have 
been substituted for economy’s sake, as 
the expense of maintaining iron-clads is 
very heavy ; nevertheless, the iron-clads 
will be sent if necessary. 
TENURE-OF-OF FICE BILL. 

The Tenure-of-office matter will come 
up in the Senate to-morrow, on the re- 
port of the adver*e action of the House, 
which wii!l be communicated about one 
o’elcck. Tae subject bas been thorough- 
ly canvassed since Friday by the mem- 
vera of ‘both Houses, but the result is in 
greatdoubt. Senators Sumner, Howard, 
Edmuods, Williams and others who 


+ bave from the start been opposed to ab- 


solute repeal, but willing to euspend or 
modify the law, believe to-night that the 
Senate will adhere to the ‘amendments 
avd ask for a conference committee. 
They assert that, in view of the fact that 
the House bas already aclear Republi- 
can majority of twenty-one for the Sen- 
ate bill, its defeat in «he House being 
wholiy due to the co-operation of the 
Democrats, it is fair to believe that 
enoygh of the opposition will yet yield 
ta. carry the smendment through, as 
many have indjcateg a willingness to 
agree with the Senate, in order to save 
further discussion, and be able to proceed 
with tbe legitimate business of Con- 
gress. Oa the other haud, Senator Mor- 
ton, Gen. Butler and others of the re- 
alers, believe that the Sanate will re- 
sect its own amendment when the sub- 
ject ia brought up to-morrow, and that 
au absolute repeal will fo'low. In sup- 
port of their belief they cite the fact that 
the Senate has not yet had an opportu- 
nity to vote rquareiy on a bill for repeal, 
and that if sach a voie can be obtained, 
the indications for favorable action they 
affirm to be very strong. Several Con- 
gressmen, who bave conversed with Gam 
Grant ou the smbject, deny that he is 
opposed to every propogitiog byt abso- 
lute repeal, as has been published, The 
President says that he, in common with 
everybody else cutside of Convgress, is 
tired of the never-ending discussion, and 
is willing to accept the Senate bill, or 
any other that is reasonable, if they will 
only stop talking. | 


RECONSTRUCTION—GEORGIA AND MIS- 
SISS/PPI. 

The Radicals manifest dissatisfaction 
and no littlesolicitude over Grant’s opin- 
ion about the political status of Georgia 
and Mississippi, whieh cases are to be 
disposed of during the weezx. He is de- 
cidedly egainst recalling the carpetbag

AN AMERICAN LORD. 


The Tenth Lord Fairfax in 
California. 


Dabrett’s Peerage, called by Thack- 
eray the ‘' Euglishman’s Bible,’’ con- 
tains many curious stories in reference 
to the noble families of Great Britain. 


-When the last lineal heir of a title dies, 


there is always a long search for the col- 
lateral relatives, and frequently the lat- 
ter are found in aposition far removed 
both in wealth and station from that oc- 
cupled by the head of the house. Do- 
brett, however, manages to keep these 
collaterals well advised of the proba- 
bilities of the future, and in this way 
his book is swelled out into undue pro- 
portions. Ths last edition, among 
many other romantic episode#, contains 
an account of the tenth Lord Fairfax in 
the peerage of Scotiand, who now holds 
the office of R2porter of the Supreme 
Court of California, one of high posi- 
tion and responsibility in the United 
States, as the Peerage declares. A long 
story is also given of a street fight in 
1859, in San Francisco, between Lord 
Fairfax and an ordinary reporter, Charles 
Saowden Fairfax, tenth Baron Fairfax, 
is colilateraily related to Thomas, the 
sixth Baren, who, having relinquished 
his Eogiish estates to his brother R >bert, 
came over to America and setticd at 
Greenway Cougs, a plantation of more 
than half a miifion acres of land in Vir- 
ginia, which he inherited from his mo- 
ther, Catherine Colepepper. Thomas 
Fairfax, out of Virginia, is better known 
as the person who employed George 
Washington as a surveyor. Oa the 
death of Robert Fairfax, in 1793, the es- 
tate descended to Rev. Bryan Fairfax, a 
second cousin, who became e'ghth 
Baron. The present Lord Fairfax, 
great-grandson of Bryan, was born at 
Vaucluse, Fairfax county, Va., in 1829, 
and succeeded to the title ia 1846. 


ALMONTE, 


The Late Lieutenant of Maxi- 
milian’s Empire. 


The cable brings intelligence of the 
death of the Mexican General Almonte, 
in France,in which country the deceased 
soldier has resided since the downfall of 
Maximilian’s ill-fated Empire. Gan. 
Almonte was born about the year 1512, 
and was the reputed son of the priest 
Morelos, the famous partisan chief who 
was shotin 1813. His youth was spent 
in the United States, where be mavaged 
by the energy of his character, to sup- 
port himself, while obtaining an educa- 
tiom. Raturning to his native jand, he 
entered upon a military career, and was 
chosen by Santa Anna one of hia Aide- 
de-camps, in which capacity he served 
in the ‘'cxas campaign against General 
Houston, being made prisoner with his 
chief at the battle of Sau Jacinto. On 
regaining his liberty he was made Sec- 
retary of State, aud was subsequently 
appointed Minister Pienipoténtiary at 
Washipvgton ; but when the annexation 
of Texas was resolved upon,he demanded 
his psssports, protesiing at the same 
time against that measure. In 1845 be 
was a candidate for the Presidency of 
the Republic of Mexico, but failed, and 
was afterward, upon the elevation of 
Paredes to power, appointed, firat, 
ister of War, and then Embassador to 
Paris. He was on his way to France 
when he heard, at Havana, of the return 
of Santa Anna to power, upon which 


and joining Santa Anna, took part in 
the war against the United States, dis- 


tinguishing himeelf at the battles of. 
do 20 was to disappoint the just expseta- 


Buena Vista, Ccrro Gordo, and Cheru- 
busco. After the close of the war he 
entered the ranks of the liboral opposi- 
tion, and for the second = time 
became a candidate for the Presidency, 
but again without success. ie was so- 
laced, however, with an sppoiatment as 
Mexican Minister at Paris, which ofiice 
be held at the period when President 
Miramon was overthrown by Juarez. 
He returned to Mexico with the allied 
expedition in 1862. Juarez protested 
against his presence in the French camp, 
aud demanded that Almoate shou'd be 
delivered up to him; but although Gen. 
Prim and sir Charles Wyke, the Ea- 
glish Commissioner, were willing to com- 
ply with this demand, the Freoach com- 
mander refused, and shortly after a pro- 
clamation was issued by Gen. Taboada, 
declaring Juarez deposed and Almonte 
invested with supreme power in his 
place. He found himself, however, un- 
able to orgapniz? a Government, and 
Gen. Forey, on bis arrival in Mexico, 
annulled Taboada’s decree, and an- 
nounced to the Mexicans that they were 
free to chose a new Government... After 
the decisive victory of the French arms 
Almonte became one of the triumvirate 
to whom they entrusted the manage- 
ment of affairs in Mexico, assigbing him 
the Foreign Dopartment and the Fi- 
nances. He was appointed Lieutenant 


of the Empire by Maximilian in April, | 


1864, and some weeks later Marshal of 
the Empire.

FAREWELL, CANADA. 


English Views of a North 
American Confederation. 


From the London Times, March 12.] 

* * * There are those, of course, 
who bave always regarded a North 
American Confederatiga with suspicion 
and distrust. S:ated without. reserve, 
their objection is that a territory which 
must, according to their view, be ab- 
sorbed sooner or later by the United 
States, is hereby retained a litile longer 
in allegiance to Queen Victoria at a sac- 
tifice of its own true interests and those 
of Great Britain. With an objection of 
this kind we cannot pretend to feel the 
least sympathy, resting, as it does, on 
misconceptions of fact as well as oh fai- 
lacies of reasoning. If one thing be 
clearer than another, itis that confede- 
ration renders the United Provinces not 
more, but less, dependent on the mother 
country. Itis nosecret that, from the 
Imperial point of view, the project was 
favorably entertained in connection with 
the policy which throws upon colonies 
fhe main responsibility for their own de- 
ense. Henceforward, if British North 
America becomes stronger for the pur- 
poses of repelling aggression, it wili bs 
in spite of large reductions in the Britiab 
garrison, and solely in consequence of 
her own iocreased efforts for seif-proiie 
tion. Itis worse than idle to represent 
this country as having established the 
Dominion of Canada to serve as a bul- 


wark against the United S ates. 
Though encouraged by the J[m- 
perial Gevernment, the Confedera- 


tion movement emanated from the 
provinces themselves, and the act of con- 
federation makes the provinces more 
free than ever to dispose of themselves 
as they please. If the mass of the peo- 
ple should hereafter desire to enter the 
American Union, of which there is no 
proof or symptom, England will as-u- 
redly not lift a finger to prevent it, and 
unless the mass of the population should 
desire it, the United States can have no 
wish to receive them. Whether they 
gravitate in that direction by a natural 
law, and are destined some day to obey 
the centripetal force, we are not con- 
cerned to laquire. At present they prefer 
confederation under the British mon- 
archy, and they ought to know their own 
interests. Nova Sootia, especially, has 
profited by the short-sighted fiscal policy 
of the United States, and has not suffered 
what she ajprehended from the protec- 
tionist tendencies of Canada. It is poasi- 
ble that her coal trade may at some 
future time attract her toward the 
American Uaicn as much as her ship- 
building trade pow repels ber from it, 
but she is inhabited by much too busi-

It is a fact well known to a clrcle of 
his confidential friends, although not 
often publicly epoken of that Gen. Grant 
entertains a very unfriendly feeling for 
EK. M. Stanton. The reason is equally 
well Known to these friends, but is still 
less frequently spoken of in public. It 
is this: 

President Johnson removed Stanton as 
Secretary of War, and appointed Grant 
to fill temporarily the vacancy. When 
the Sanate refused to confirm the re- 
moval, notice of that refusal was sent to 
Grant late in the evening, just as he was 
leaving lis house to attend the levee of 
the President.

Icarly the next morning 
he examined carefuily the notice, and 
left bis house intending to notify the 
President of the action of the Senate, 
and to request him to name the person 
to whom ue should surrender the charge 
of the War Department. ‘On his way 
he stopped at the War Office, and, to 
his surprise, found Stanton snug y 
eneconced there, and a guard of soldiers 
there to protect him. Here was a di- 
lemma. To quarrel with Stanton, and 
to oust him from the office, was to quar- 
re] with the Republican party.

REVOLTING CRIMES. 


A Lusifal, Brutal and Unnatural 
Parent, 


Startling Revelations Concern- 
ing an Indiana Family. 


From the Louisville Courier-Journal. | 

Last fall a well-to-do farmer, about 
sixty-five years of age, attempted to 
violate the person of his grand-daughter, 
a beautiful girl of about sixteen. This 
incestuous wretch is the father of a fam- 
ily of six girls, all of whom are married. 

wife is stili living and is with him. 
Tbe time of the alleged rape was last 
August. Since then various charges 
have been entered againt him. Last 
week the Circuit Court convened and a 
grand jury Wasimpanneled. The eldest 
daugbter of this man—a woman forty 
years of age and the mother of the grand- 
daughter— was summoned to appear be- 
fore the grand jury and testify against 
her unnatural father. In the examination 
oneof the jurymen eaid : ‘*‘ Well, now tell 
us all about this.’’ The witness under- 
stocd that she must give a history oi all 
the lustful actions of her father that had 
ever come to her knowledge. She pro. 
ceeded to say thatat about the age of 
fifteen her father had seduced her, and 
that he had continued from that time up 
to the, present—a period of twenty-five 
yeare—to bold an improper intimacy 
with her. She was unable in several in- 
stances to tell whether her children were 
the offspring of her husband or her 
father. She further stated that her sis- 
ters had every one of them toid her that 
the father had seduced them, and con- 
tioued from time to time to have crimi- 
nal intercourse with them, and they too 
had expressed doubts as to who was the 
father of some of their children. 

She was asked how such fearful crimi- 
nality could be carried on without the 
knowledge of. her mother. .To this she 
replied that he always managed to have 
his wife away, or took his daughter to 
some place and used different pretenses 
and subterfuges to effect his purpose. 
When asked why all this was kept from 
ber (the daughter’s) huvdand,she replied 
that her father was always affectionate 
in his nature, and any familiariiies he 
practised were never looked upon with 
a jealous eye, but merely as a fatherly 
feeling toward a daughter, and no suepi- 
cion had ever arisen in the mind of her 
husband. The witnees expressed no ill- 
feeling against her father, but said he 
was siways kind to her, and that lately 
she had been dependent upon him. She 
stat-d also that she knew she was crim-. 
inating herself, but, nevertheless, said 
calmly and deliberately, that she spoke 
nothing but the truth, 

The strangest part of this revolting 
story is that the old man, upon whom 
the burden of these crimes rests, has for 
years been & member of the church, and 
has always been upright and honorable 
in his dealings with his neighbors. .

France. Hesaid the Curlins borrowed 
it. Twoor threeof the Curlins came af- 
ter ii, aud said it was borrowed from 
France, and that he wanted it back.‘ 
Frauce came himself and told us not to 
give itup toany one but himself. He 
gotitatlast. I think it was on election 
day. It was, I was starting out.’’ 

Cross-examined by Defense—'‘ I have 
known George Washingtog @ year or 
two.

I know 
several called George Wasbington—two 
or threes. Theonel suppose you mean 
is tal!, slim, sickly, and yellow.

The Court, consisting of ’Squires Grif- 
fith and Hiil, convened at nine anda 
half o’clock, and the examination of 
witnesses for.the State was continued :

Objected,to, and the obj« ction sustained 
by the Court decidiog that no conversa- 
tion between the witness and the Curlins 
in relation to Patterson could be 
admitted as testimony, unless Patterson 
were present at the time that it was held. 
Col. Gannt, while acquiescing in the de- 
cision of the Court, remarked tiat he 
could prove by this witness that John 
and Zach Curliv had both told him (wit-
